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KING OSCAR ASKS 


Ruler Sends Appeal to Former 
Subjects in America; 
Says Their Nation 
Needs Them. 


COUNTRY FEELS THE 1088 


Committee Is Appointed to Im- 
prove the Conditions at 
Home and Attract Back 
the Emigres. 


King Oscar is anxious to secure the return 
to Sweden of the hundreds of thousands of 
Swedes who have. emigrated to America, 
and has begun an investigation to determine 
what were the conditions which prompted his 
people to leave the ara and what 
would be necessary for. do to in- 
duce them to return. 

This investigation is a part of the industrial 
awakening which is now on in Sweden, and 
the recent change in the post of the Swedish 
minister to the United States was made with 
a view to furthering the return of Swedish 
Americans to their fatherland, 

Mr. Legercrantsz, the new minister, was 
charged to open a bureau in the United states 


_throtgh which a Swedish American desiring 


to return might secure information as to the 
conditions in his trade in Sweden and the 
probabilities of his prospering/there. Consul 
Ekman, who died recently in Sweden, left 
400,000 crowns [$116,000] to the bureau which 
Mr. Lagerkrantz is to establish. 


Swedes Here Asked to Assist. 

The editors of Swedish newspapers and 
Swedish ministers in Chicago yesterday re- 
ceived from the “emigration investigation 
committee of Stockholm a circular calling on 
them to ascertain from each of as many as 
possible of their Swedish-American readers 
and parishioners: 

The chief causes of his emigration from 
Sweden. 

His present condition and earning power. 

Whether he is employed in argicultural, 
mechanical, or other pursuits, or as an un- 
skilled laborer. 

When and how often he has visited Sweden, 
his family connections in Sweden and in the 
United States, and in what trades he has 
been employed in this country. 

Editors of Swedish newspapers are asked 
by the royal Swedish statistical department 
to publish this request for information at 
intervals, and to send all data to the Royal 
Swedish consulate, 17 State street, New 
York City, before Oct. 1. 


Want History of Immigrants. ‘ 

The circular says in part: 
“It would be best if the information re- 
queaied were sent in the form of a narrative 
of personal experience and containing inf 
matten as to Where and when the write 

bere in Sweden, where he grew up asa child, 

ere he was confirmed, and all his personal 
3 up to the time he left Sweden; in 
what year he emigrated to America, when, he 
again visited Sweden, his present family fe 
lations in Sweden and in America, etc. 

He should also tell at what trades 
worked in Sweden and at what he has 
employed in America, and should compare 
his economical condition in America with his 
condition in Sweden. 

It the person reporting came from a farm- 
ing community he should give information in 
regard to the economic conditions of his home 
district, how many acres of land he owned, 
if any, in Sweden, whether the income of his 
farm was sufficient to support a family, to 
whom the farm will descend by inheritance, 
etc. He should also tell what difficulties he 
encountered, if any, in securing his own home 
in Sweden and in securing farm labor. 


Would Improve Conditions at Home. 

“If the informant came from a city or vil- 
lage in Sweden, he should give information 
with reference to economic conditions in that 
city or village, his father’s trade, and par- 
ticulare in regard to conditions in his home 
and in his trade in his home city. 

The committee believes the principal 
ea uses for emigration from Sweden are the 
lack of, sufficient opportunity for work and 
the difficulty of reaching a position of inde- 
pendence, and the consequent difficulties 
placed in the way of oe and the estab- 
lishment of a home. 

It is for the purpose of removing these 
obstacles and of improving conditions in 
Sweden that the emigration investigation 
committed has been organised.“ 


Sweden Needs Mechanics Badly. 

The committee in charge of the investiga- 
tion is composed of 100 prominent Swedes, 
including many members of parliament and 
the provincial governors. 

Sweden is said to desire particularly the 

return of skilled mechanics, of which thereis 
a great scarcity in Sweden, owing to the 
better opportunities for high grade workmen 
in the United States. Manufacturing towns 
which fifteen years ago were prosperous 
communities are said now to be almost de- 
populated because of the heavy emigration 
to America. 
The bureau which is to be established in 
the United States will, it is said, be provided 
with enough funds to assist mechanics un- 
able to pay their own way back to Sweden.

Business was carried on rapidly from the 
moment the trustees took their seats. Presi- 
dent Schneider announced that the election 
of officers was in order and resigned the chair 
to Trustee Dawes. Dr. Blackwood nominated 
Piesident Schneider and moved that the sec- 
retary be instructed to cast a ballot ‘unant- 
mously electing him. The ballot was cast 
ard a moment later the reélected president 
was in his seat once more. The same pro- 
cedure resulted in the election of the Rev. 
R. A. White as vice president.

While Miss Ellwood's relatives, headed by 
Col, Isaac Ellwood, her grandfather, whosé 
millions will back their fight, are organizing 
to crush the hopes of Said Kalil, that hopeful 
young Syrian is in New York busying him- 
self with preparations for the wedding, which 
he still e positive will take place according 
to schedule next Wednesday. 


All the wealth of Col. Isaac Ellwood, cap- 


italist, Wall street factor, and one of the 
organizers of the steel trust, is ready for 
use in this great family emergency: The 
ambition of Said Kalil, who, Miss Elwood's 
relatives declare, is nothing but a stableman, 
will be thwarted if it is found necessary to 
shanghai him and ship him back to his wild 
desert home. 


Truth of Romance Not Denied. 

This much was gathered yesteday from 
talks with such members of the family as 
would allow themselves to be seen or inter- 
viewed. As to the truth of the love affaiz 
between Miss Ellwood and Said Haick, there 
was nothing said. Not even a denial was 
forthcoming. The Ellwood mansion on the 
hilltop remained silent all day except for the 
constant ring of the telephone bell. Friends 
of Miss Ellwood who sent frantic appeals to 
the house were told that Mrs. Ellwood and 
her daughter desired seclusion. 

Those who caught sight of the girl told ofa 
changed, white face, sad and tear stained. 
Mrs. Eliwood was interviewed after Repeated 
attempts. The situation bordered on the 
tragical. Tears atreamed down the older 
woman's face as she said: 

Woe are not in a position to say a word 
now, one way or the other. We will have to 
hear from New York, where my husband and 
Col. Ellwood are.

Syrian Threatened, Uncle Says.

Trouble Waiting for Him in De Kalb. 
There was little else talked of in De Kalb 
yesterday. Friends of the young woman—and 
they are legion—were not slow in saying 
that if the Syrian went to De Kalb next Wed- 
nesday and tried to carry out his intention of 
marrying the girl, there would be trouble. 

Every effort was made by the Ellwood fam- 
ily to stop the rumors concerning the ro- 
mance. The effort succeeded in most quar- 
ters, for the family is credited with controll- 
ing $20,000,000 or $30,000,000, and there were 
not many places where this influence did not 
reach. 

The general sentiment, however, was sum- 
med up in the phrage: “ There is something

‘I eaw Miss Ellwood only last night,” said 
one of the young woman's friends, and I 
noticed that she was more than usually 
silent.

Wooing Scared Girl’s Mother.

*“ Said Kalil Haick either took her seriously 
or saw an opportunity to make trouble. He 
became so persistent in his wooing that Mrs. 
Ellwood, who is a timid woman, was fright- 
ened and hastened the journey back to civili- 
zation. They went to Paris and there, with 
the dragoman still following, decided to re- 
turn to the United States at once. 

“They had intended staying several months 
at the Eliwood villa in southern Italy, but 
abandoned this, too. One can only imagine 
what the methods were that Said Kalll used 
to frighten them 80. 

‘Mrs. Ellwood and the two girls sailed 
from Cherbourg and reached New York last 
Saturday. They found that they could not 
shake off the Syrian, for he came over on 
the same ship and hung around like a dog 
waiting for crumbs, He got few, for Miss 
Eliwood was now thoroughly frightened also, 
A message was sent to Mr. Ellwood to meet 
his family in New York and help them es- 
cape. 
an Not Mentioned in Letters. 

Col. Ellwood happened to be in New York 
and that is how he happened to learn of the 
trouble.

Anna Normoyle Crushed in Ma- 
sonic Temple Rotunda. 


SUICIDE DUE TO OVERSTUDY. 


Young Women Friends Near as Girl 
Drops from Lofty Window. 


Miss Anna Normoyle, 22 years old, living at 
4534 Forrestville avenue, plunged to her death 
yesterday afternoon on the stone floor of the 
Masonic temple rotunda. With suicidal in- 
tent, said to have arisen from Ii health and 
overstudy, she jumped from the fifteenth 
floor of the building, falling more than 170 
feet through the air, and was picked up dead 
a minute later—a mass of broken bones and 
bruised flesh. _ 

The tragic scene was witnessed by many 
persons in the temple. It occurred just be- 
fore 5 o’clock. 

Miss Normoyle had been a student at the 
Gregg Shorthand school in Wabash avenue. 
She lived with her parente. Her father is 
Patrick B. Normoyle, a retired commercial 
‘traveler, 

In company with her cousin, Maude Bourne, 
who lived with her, Miss Normoyle had 
gone a few minutes before 5 o’clock to the 
office of the Sterling Electric company, room 
1584 Masonic temple, to see Mamie Neis- 
trom, 3420 Hermitage avenue, a stenograph- 
er employed by the electric concern. Miss 
Bourne and Miss Neistrom were friends. 


Chats Calmly Before Jumping. 

The three young women stood together 
talking for ten minutes, then Miss Normoyle 
walked to a window in the offices looking 
out upon the rotunda. 

Miss Neistrom had turned to go Into the 
stock room, but Miss Bourne saw her cousin 
look out of the open window, which was 
guarded by three bars across the lower part 
The young woman, however, gave no hint of 
what was in her mind. 

So Miss Bourne was amazed and stunned 
to observe her cousin climb over the bars 
and plunge through the window into the 
vast open area, She did not witness her fatal 
fall, but others saw the body whirl over once 
or twice as it dropped unobstructed to the 
floor far beneath. 

Dead Almost Before Striking. 

The young woman, who physicians said 
must have been almost dead from the ter- 
rific flight through the air, struck the floor 
near the elevators. The crash was sufficient 
to attract many persons. David Barker, an 
elevator starter, and Policeman William 
Granger were first to reach the body. 

Physicians pronounced the girl dead and a 
patrol wagon took her body to Rolston’s, 372 
Wabash avenue. 

Meanwhile the two girls with whom Miss 
Normoyle had been talking had summoned 
courage to go to an elevator and descend 
to the ground floor. They told the police who 
the young woman was and said it was suicide. 

We had been in the office only a short 
time.and were planning to attend the band 
concert in McKinley park tonight,” said 
Miss Bourne. Mamie Niestrom left the 


“office to get her hat, and when I turned 


around Anna was out of the window and 
hanging on to the iron bars. 
reach her she released her hold, and, shouting 
a warning, plunged down. 

„ Anna had no boy friends that I know of, 
and I believe she became suddenly insane 
through overetudy.”’ 

Studied Too Hard, Says Brother. 

Joseph Normoyle, one of the girl’s brothers, 
went to the undertaking rooms at 6 o'clock 
and looked at the body. He was able only to 
suggest as a reason for the suicide the fact 
that his sister had been studying hard and 
was in poor health. 

The girl's parents, each of whom has 
passed the three score year mark. were over- 
come by the tragedy. 

„This morning, said Mrs. Normoyle, as 
she stood looking out of a window my daugh- 
ter told me she wanted me to take her out 
in the park this afternoon. I told her that I 
couldn't go. How I wish now that I had 
gone! 

Second Suicide at the Temple. 

The young woman is the second person to 
seek death by plunging from the top floors 
of the Masonic temple. On Jan. 15, 1898, 
Albert C. Greenleaf mounted to the railing 
of the sixteenth floor and after balancing 
himself for an instant shouted a warning to 
those below and shot down. . 

Another suicide by plunging from the up- 
per floors of a Chicago skyscraper occurred 
in May, 1897, when F. M. Mittmann ieaped 
from the twelfth floor of the Chamber of 


Commerce building.

Catholic Societies at Indianap- 
olis Call It Atheism.

The resolution also urges Catholic Work- 
ingmen to use their influence to prevent labor 
unions being used by unprincipled ‘dema- 
gogues as instruments of politicas and social 
revolution. 

Other resolutions adopted reaffirmed. the 
declaration made last year at-Buffalo on the 
divorce question and indorsed laws to prohibit 
child labor.

Bourke Cockran has dashed off a new 
platform for the democratic party—sub- 
ject, of course, to Mr. Bryan’s approval, 
It is to make the president or some one 
designated by him a member of the board 
of directors of everyvcorporation engag 
in interstate commerce. The governor of 
every state or his ‘representative is to 
have a seat in the board of directors of 
every franchise holding corporation doing 
business in the state. The mayor of 
every city or his nominee is to be a mem- 
ber of the board ‘of every franchise hold- 
ing corporation in, the city. 

The theory is that no corporation will 
dare to go far astray when there is an 
eagle eyed representative of the public 
seated at its council board ready to pro- 
test against wrongdoing and to expose 
it if the protest shall not be heeded. It 
fs a pretty theory, but it has,failed wher- 
ever tried. The governor of Illinois is: 
ex-officio g director of the Illinois Central. 
It, is not recorded.that any governor, dur- 
ing. the many years the road has been 


operated, has had any appreciable in- 


fluence in shaping its policy. The gov- 
ernment directors of the Union and Cen- 


.tral Pacific roads rendered no services of 


value to the public. 

A lone director is about as. ineffeetual 
a ereature as the minority stockholder. 
Where, as is customary in large corpora- 
tions, the management of affairs is in- 
trusted to an executive committee, a di- 
rector who is not a member of it counts 
for little. He counts for even less when, 
as in one notable Instance, plenary power 
is granted to the president.

American dollars, which have furnighed the 
means of reroofing so many of the ancestral 
homes of the British aristocracy, are now 
contributing to a similar work of restoration 
at Coombe abbey, the country seat near Cov- 
entry of Lord and Lady Craven, son-in-law 
and daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Bradley Martin 
of New York, who, deeply devoted to their 
daughter and fond of their son-in-law, have 
given large sums of money to the restoration 
of the fortunes of the earldomof Craven. In 
faet, it is understood that Coombe abbey is 
being entirely reroofed at their expense. 
Once a great Cistercian monastery, it has 
been sincé 1611 in the possession of the Craver 
family, and Princess Elizabeth, daughter of 
James I. and sister of Charles I., gpent much 
of her girlhood and received her education 
there. Only when it became known that it 
was part of the gunpowder plot conspiracy to 
abduct and carry her to London, and there to 
declare her queen, was she removed to Cov- 
entry for safety. 

Princess Elizabeth 
queen of Bohemia and the mother of Prince 
Rupert, the cavalier leader of the forces of 
his uncle, Charles I., against Oliver Crom- 
well, his ‘brother, Prince Maurice, who has 
been made the hero of many a buccaneering 
romance, being drowned at sea in a ship- 
wreck. 

Queen Elizabeth of Bohemia was, through 
her youngest daughter, the grandmother of 
King George I. of England and the ances- 
tress, therefore, of King Edward, to whom 
he is indebted for his connection with the 
house of Stuart. After the restoration of her 


‘nephew, Charles II., to the throne, Queen 


Elizabeth of Bohemia returned to England 


and made her home at Coombe abbey, the 


home of her youth, ae the guest of her old 
friend, the finst Lord Craven, whose father 
had been lord mayor of London. She died 
there in 1662, and although it is claimed that 
she married the first Lord Craven after the 
death of the king of Bohemia, yet Samuel 
Pepys, who frequently refers to her in his 
Dlary.““ makes no mention of any such 
union, which, with his fondnese for gossip, he 
would’ undoubtedly have done hed there 
been any foundation for the story. 


_ Coombe abbey is full of relics of this queen 
of Bohemia and of treasures which ode 


brought back from the continent on retiirning 
after the death of the king of Bohemia to 
spend the remainder of her days in the land 
of her birth. But it is ridiculous to describe 
her as the ancestress of the present Lord 
Craven, or to insist that through her he has 
any Stuart blood in his veins. For, as I 
have pointed out above, in the first place 
there is no proof ot any marriage having ex- 
isted between her and the first Lord Craven, 
and, secondly, the latter is on record as hav- 
ing died without ‘issue, his barony of Craven 
and the Coombe abbey estate going to his 
grandnephew, William Craven,

Frederick von Moltke, the new minister of 
the interior of Prussia, has no nobiliary title 
and is a son of Adolph von Moltke, the young- 
est and favorite brother of the famous field 
marshal. Adolph died in Italy in 1871 as a 
chamberlain ‘of the King of Denmark. His 
eldest son sucteeded to the title of count of 
his uncle, the field marshal, and to the latter’s 
property, and commands the military district 
of Hanover. Another son is Gen. Helmuth 
von Moltke, chief of the general staff of the 
German army, and who was the favorite 
aid de camp of his illugtrious uncle. He, too, 
has no nobiliary title. There are still two 

brothers—- namely: Frederick von 
Moltke, the new minister of the interior, and 
Ludwig von Moltke. 

Gen. Count Cuno von Moltke, who was re- 
cently compelled to sever his connection with 
the military household of the emperor in 
connection with the Eulenberg-Harden con- 
troversy, belongs to an entirely different 
branch of the family. In fact it is necessary 
to go back almost 200 years in order to estab- 
lish hie relationship with the new minister of 
the interior. Frederick von Moltke is mar- 
ried to the daughter of a rich merchant of 
Magdeburg, named Zuckschwerdt, and is 
quite rich,

There are Wistinct rules in regard to the 


etiquette of bowing—rules as to when to 
bow and when not to bow, and also as to the 


manner of bowing. One of the first rules is 
that a man must wait for a woman to recog- 
‘Rize him, although between friends the act 
of bowing is almost simultaneous. When re- 
turning a bow a.man takes off his hat, and 
replaces it quickly. When meeting or leay- 
ing a woman, or when he passes her on a 
stairway or {i the corridor of a theater, or 
when he offers any small courtesy in a pub- 
lic conveyance, he raises his. hat. He re- 
moves his hat in a hotel elevator when a 
woman enters. In the elevators of large 
business buildings this rule does not seem to 
hold. 

A man raises hig hat when passing a friend 
who is accompanying a woman, although she 
may not be known to him. When he is with 
a woman who bows to an acquaintanée he 
must raise his hat. When bowing it is not 
customary to mention the name of the person 
one is recognizing. When passing formal ac- 
dquaintances several times when driving it is 
not necessary to bow more than once, 

When a woman receives some trifling civil- 
ity from a man whom she does not know-she 
thanks him with a bow and smile at the 
moment, and he raises his hat in acknowlédg- 
ment; but if she meets him subsequently. and 
he never has been introduced it would be 
incorrect for her to bow to him. Knowing 
a person by sight does not constitute an ac- 


| quaintance and does not -give any one the 


right to bow. 

Bows may be described as friendly or cor- 
dial, ceremonious or-deferential, distant or 
reluctant,. according to the manner in which 
we wish to greet acquaintances, but a bow 
must be polite always. No doubt there are 
some persons who seem to bow coldly when 
they have no intention of doing eo. Near 
sighted persons must have allowances made 
for them on this score. Othérs may be ab- 
sent minded, diffident, or awkward; but when 
we meet a friend who bows cordially 
graciously, and gracefully the action show 
us that.there is an art in bowing, and it is 
well worth while to practice it. 


Baby's Sleep. 

Teach the baby to sleep at night. The 
child's habits will be in a great part what 
the mother or person in charge makes them: 
For the first three months the infant should 
sleep eighteen to twenty hours out of twenty- 
four. Have a crib, and do not take him to 
bed with one or two others, where he cannot 
breathe air that has not been deprived of 
its oxygen. 

It the infant sleeps alone he will keep 
cool, grow rapidly, his food digests better, 
and there will be little danger of tubercu- 
losis. If the child je restless at night, im- 
proper food. may very likely be the cause 
of it. Again, it may be his clothing. One 
of the best methods of managing the baby 
at night is to make a large bag with a draw- 
tring at the top. Undress the little fel- 
ow, slip him into the bag and draw the string 
comfortably about his neck, leaving no ends 
to dangle in his face. Use light weight of 
gingham in the summer; in winter a heavy 
outing cloth.
